Sir Frederick Lugard, in o letter to the Times, expreases the 
opinion that an extansion of self-government is the best remedy for 
the unrest in Inaia. Hoe euggests that the boundaries of well- 
ordered and loyal native States should be extended as largely as 
possible anc the native dynasties be reinstated where possible. This 
would aot involve anr reversal of policy. The machinery of. the 
Government of India act would continue to operate, though the 
aregto which it would be applicable would be gradually curtailed, 
while the Council of Prince might form the basis of a Federation 
on gimilsr lines to that of Mataya.

He start- 
ed the idea of a Fund te pay the 
spend ef an Assistant Chaplain 
for three years and they reckoned 
x sum of about $1,000 would’ be 
required. - While he was at home 
money came in towards the Fund 
and the then Governor (Sir Henry 
Mays, Sir Paul Chater and others 
came to the conclusion that the 
best plan would be to invest all 
the money subscribed and not to 
make it merely a Fund to pay the 
Assistant Chaplain for three 
years and then’ raise another 
Fund, if necessary, later. It was 
decided to invest the money and 
to use the interest to pay «the

stipend of tha Assistant Chaplain. 
The .avestment yieldad a sam of 


‘}$2,960 every year. The Assist- 


ant Chaplain, when -thare bad 
been ons, had been paid ont ‘of 
the Cathedral Fund. Since the 
investment was made they had hid 
the very musificent endowment 
from Sir Panl Chater; and, owing 
to heavy charges having coms 
during the first two yeara of the 
Chater Fund, they found then 
selves with a dabit of nearly 
36,000 which should rightly be 
spread over a large nomber of 
years, Jt waa not right that the 
whole expense of putting the 
Cathedral in therough order should 
fall upon the funds of one or two 
years, It was therefore thought 
by the Chaorch Body that they 
might use some of this -endow- 
ment of $16,000 and pay off the 
overdraft and get themselves 
square 30 as to beginthe New Year 
well. It was quite certain that 
later on,-when the Chater Endow- 
ment Fund was converted into a 
dollar fund, 
much larger income than $10,000, 
probably $12,000 or $14,000. In 
conclusion the Hon. Dr. Severn 
proposed that the Church Body to 
be elected for the year 1922 be 
empowered to use so moch of the 
Assistant Chaplain’s Fund as they 
may require, notexceeding $16,000, 
to place the account.on a proper 
footing. ' 

Mr. W. Jackson: seconded. 

The resolotion was carried un- 
animously.

Chaplain’s Report. 

The Cathedral Chaplain (he 
Rev. H. Copley Moyle} presented 
biz annual report as follows: 

As I have beeo home on leave 
for eight months daring the past 
year, my report will be rather 
short. The first outstanding 
event of the year. 192) was the un- 
veiling of our memorial to Hong- 
kong'men who had fallen in the 
great war, Hiz Excellency the 
Governor unveiled the memorial 
on January 30th. The names are 
at present recorded temporatily 
in the porch of the Cathedral and 
a bronze table: has been ordered, 
and we hope will shortly be here. 
It is being made by Messrs. Wil- 
liam Morris and Sons, of West- 
minster. 

.On tne following day, January 
SIst, this Cathedral Hall . was 
opened by H. E. the Governor and 
last year’s annual meeting was 
the first purpose for which it was 
used.

It is 
believed that the agreement provides for no further fortificatzon of 
those islands. Wnder the fortification agreement Britain will be 
permitted to fortify Shanghai and the islands around Australia and 
New Zealand. Two plenary sessions are to be held on Ist February.

Article’nineteen of the Naval Treaty stipolates that uo altera- 
tions in fortifications or naval bases shall be mads in the Pacific 
islands belonging to the United States at present or in the future, 
nor at Hongkong and Britain’s present or fature insular possessions 
in the Pacific east of meridian 110 deg. E. fongitude; nor in 
Japanese possessions.ag follows: Kurile, Bonin and Loochoo Islands, 
Amamioshima, Formosa, Pescadores and territories hereafter ac-

NEW THEORY OF 
DISASTER TO SCOTT'S 
EXPEDITION. 


“Tin Disease” that Caused 
Leakage of Oil Fuel. 

Was the ill-fated end of Scott's 
Antarctic Expedition due to a 
“disease”’ of metals known as “tin 
plague"? 

Mr. A. W. GC Menzies. of 
‘Princeton University, New 
Jersey, puts forward a theory in 
Nature that this was likely to 
have been one of the contributory 
causes, . 

“Tin plague “is a modification 
in tin which sets up in very cold 
temperatures. According tothe 
investigations of Professor Ernst 
Cohen, the Dutch chomist,. this 
charge spreads fastest at about 
miinue 50 degrees centigrade. 

Scott in his last message re-, 
ferred to the shortage of fuel in 
depots fur which he could not 
account, There was a “leakage” 
of the Fuel oif that was stored in 


the cans at the depots along the 


lino of the retara march fromthe 
Pole. .

_ Time wa 
usually lost their interest i 
few years’ absence from the Old Country. 
need not stop to examine. there was the fact. - 
whether the observation applies to-day. Trueit tay be that 
lengthy, residence abroad modifies the political views of 
most of us. Environment plays a large part 10 this re- 
spect. But weare inclined tobelleve that In the British settle- 
ments in the Orient there is to-day a far greater proportion 
than ever before of men who, though far removed from 
the Homeland, still follow with no inconsiderable measure 
of interest the trend of Imperial politics as revealed by 
party activity. . . 
snd what of the present political outlook-in the Old 
Country! Has the Coalition form of Government come to 
stay? Of shall we revert to the old pre-war days of party 
strife? If the answer tothe latter query be an affirmative, 
what form will the probable grouping of parties take! 
Yot again, will’an entirely new political party arise to 
assume Power and responsibility? These are questions 
sshich-the student of politics. wherever his lot may be cast, 
must be asking himself in these pregnant days. Despite 
its’ admitted shortcomings. it can at least be said with 
truth that the present Coalition Government has a good 
to which it can point in vindication 
of its continued existence. The finishing up of the Great 
War, the settlement of large and stubborn industrial dis- 
putes, and the solution of the age-old Irish question are 
cases in point., But, nevertheless, we find im political 
circles at Home. as well as amongst the people, an insistent 


- ery, growing in volume it seems, that a lasting farewell be 


said to the Coalition form of administration. That is 
probably. due to two circumstances—"' the swing of the 
-pendolum” and a desire for more electioneering excite- 
iment than we have had in recent years. The British 
electorate, as history abundantly proves. likes fairly 
frequent changes in ‘the political complexion of the 
‘Government: and, regret the fact though we may, it 
enjoys nothing better than a keen battle on sharply-defined 
issues. So to-day the average nian at Home (we will leave 
the extremists out of reckoning at the moment) feels that 
he bas had about enough of Coalition: he wants to get back 
to the old party struggles for supremacy. He regards the 
Coalition Government as_a/ makeshift which has about 
fulfilled its functions—to him it is neither fish, flesh nor good 
red herring. It is all very well for Lord Derby, as he 
recently did. to appeal to the people to “sink party 
politics.” That is precisely what they do not wish to do. 
In any case, Lord Derby himself is a trifle inconsistent, for 
in the same speech in which he used the quoted expression 
he urged Unionists to “keep their party intact, because 
whatever the outcome of parties proved to be, they would 
find that the nucleus was the old tonservative and Gaionist 
Party.”

A “distinguished foreigner’ 
arrived in Vienna o few days ago, 
Baron Lacien Phiippa Marie 
Vaugbas, a youth of seventea:, 
the iflegitimate son of the late 
King Leopold of Belgium, who, 
witb bis instructor, is of-a 
journey through Central Europe.
